Nowhere is there any doubt that 
the mobs are doing business as 
usual and the usual business is to 
infiltrate 
the 
labor 
movement. 
There is no doubt that one of the 
targets, which raises a glow in 
their eyes as bright as some of 
the fires they light, is to put their 
hands on any part of the 31 bil­ 
ion dollars in pension and wel­ 
fare funds now 
covering some 
85 million people. 
The vast part of this vast in­ 
surance business is legitimate and 
carefully watched. Yet some of it 
operates on the shady side of the 
street — as. for example, one out­ 
fit now being observed carefully 
in Detroit by the feds. 


MILLION of dollars 
are 
in­ 
volved here. This particular loot­ 
ing is “legal,” but looting none­ 
theless. It’s still legal, 
because 
only in six states are there pro­ 
tective laws governing such pen­ 


sion and 
welfare 
funds. 
These 
states are New York, California, 
Massachusetts, Wisconsin, Wash­ 
ington and Connecticut. 
There is no federal regulation 
not even on embezzlement of such 
funds, because a House of Repre­ 
sentatives subcommittee, 
headed 
by my own congressman, Ludwig 
Teller, plans to take weeks study­ 
ing the bill, S-2888 recently passed 
by the Senate. 
So, on my return to New Y<yk, 
I sought out Martin E. Segal, head 
of the company of the same name, 
the largest of its kind in the 
land. 
Segal’s firm advises 
over 700 
pension and welfare funds — in 
the milk, building and construc­ 
tion, radio and TV, 
publishing, 
machine tool and trucking fields. 
Hundreds of millions of dollars are 
scrupulously handled. 
I asked Mr. Segal just how large 
this field is. He reports that em­ 
ployers now pay more than nine 
billion dollars annually into such 
funds. This is a two-billion-dollar 
increase over 1954. There will be 
sharper increases as the years go 
by. These funds accumulate most­ 
ly in the pension field, Mr. Segal 
said. 


HE REPORTS that there are 
30 billion dollars in pension pools 
and only one billion in the wel­ 
fare funds which are spent more 
rapidly. Talk about vastness, there 
now are group life insurance poll 
cies totalling 117 billion dollars. 
Placement of even the smallest 
fraction of such insurance could 
bring hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in commissions. 
Tc show you how swiftly the 
pension funds roll up, Mr. Segal 
reveals that there were 7,425 such 
pools of cash in 1945. They in­ 


creased to 23,000 in ’56. the last 
available count. There are many 
more today. 
Yet the country still waits for 
congressional action, though virt­ 
ually all sides, including the White 
House, the Democratic high com­ 
mand and labor itself agree. As 
my Broadway friends would say: 
“YVhat’s to study?” 


THIS BILL, if it becomes law, 
would give the working people— 
the beneficiaries of these plans— 
an accounting of the money they 
spend and which is spent in their 
behalf for future security benefits 
and would permit the 
workers 
themselves to appraise the merits 
of the plans. 
The bill demands the names and 
addresses of those having over-all 
responsibility for the funds. 
It would make public the num­ 
ber of persons covered; the kind 
of benefits provided; information 
on how the benefits are financed; 
the amount of benefits paid; de­ 
tailed statements of assets 
and 
liabilities; detailed statements on 
income and especially expenses; 
salaries, 
fees 
and 
commissions 
drawn out of the pools of cash— 
and to whom they’re paid and for 
what purpose; actuarial date and 
leans, if any, to employers or to 
any other persons or companies 
with an interest in the welfare or 
pension fund. There is much more. 
But it all adds up to the pleas­ 
ant ^act that once this becomes 
law, it becomes a federal crime 
fee steal or even 
“legally 
loot” 
these insurances of a better life. 
Does this need studying?

A—It is impossible to tell from 
this letter whether the condition 
is the result of some local dis­ 
order in or around the eyes, or 
is a symptom of something else­ 
where in the body. 
For example, it is net unusual 
for the tissues around the eyes 
to be swelled up with fluid in the 
presence of Bright’s disease, 
or 
inflammation of the kidneys. It is 
surely advisable to check into this 
and find the cause so that ap­ 
propriate treatment can be started. 
Q - My son, who is 22, has a 
blood pressure of around 160. Is 
this high for a fellow that age? 
A— It certainly 
sounds 
as 
though your son had high blood 
pressure, though one would want 
to know' considerably more than 
just the level of a single reading. 
There are several varieties of 
high blood pressure. Consequently, 
the problem in the case of your 
son is to determine what type of 
high blood pressure he has. It is 
only after this is done that ap­ 
propriate advice can be given him. 
Q—What causes an overacid con­ 
dition and what can be done for 
fr it?—Mrs. A.K. 
A—This question always puzzles 
me because I do not know what 
is meant by “overacid condition.” 
The human body ordinarily has a 
remarkable 
ability to keep its 
chemistry in balance so that the 
tissues are neither too acid nor 
too alkaline. Without knowing con­ 
siderably more, therefore, any dis­ 
cussion of this subject is useless. 
Q—Would you say something a- 
bout a torn ligament? I tore a liga­ 
ment in my knee about a year 
ago while skiing.—W.K. 
A—It is by no means unusual 
for ligaments around the joints to 
be injured in skiing and 
other 
kinds of accidents. In many cases 
the tear heals without leaving any 
permanent effects. 
In others, however, unpleasant 
symptoms from such njuries keep 
on for months or years. In such 
cases, if the symptoms are severe 
enough, it is possible that surgery 
W ill have to be considered.

0 _ My only active military 
duty was seven months in Federal 
service with a National Guard out­ 
fit during 1916, when we wece 
went to the Mixican Border in 
the days of Pancho Villa. Does 
this qualify me for a VA pension? 
A — No. A pension may be 
pain only to eligible veterans of 
a war or the period of the Korean 
conflict. Your Mexican Bofder ser­ 
vice does not qualify as “service 
during war,” under the law. 
Q — A friend of mine applied 
to VA for disability compensation 
in 19"/6, but didn’t show up for 
a physical examination when he 
was asked. Can he reopen his 
claim now? 
A — He cannot reopen the or­ 
iginal claim, since claims are con­ 
sidered “ abandoned” when no ac­ 
tion is taken by the verteran to 
comply with a request from the 
VA within a oneyear period. He 
can, however, file a new appli­ 
cation. If his second application 
is approved, payments will begin 
from the date of the new appli­ 
cation, not the old one. 
Q — The new house I am think­ 
ing of buying with a GI loan is 
in a development with similar 
houses, all built under VA stand­ 
ards. Do I need to have a VA 
approved appraiser go over the 
house to be sure Im getting rea­ 
sonable value? 
A — No. If the house has been 
built 
VA standards, there should 
be no need for a special ap­ 
praisal. The builder wi ll have what 
is called a Master Certificate of 
Reasonable aleu 
from 
VA, 
to 
cover all the houses.

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Napoleonism at Arm's Length 


In the old days, Charles de Gaulle could 
have played Napoleon to the French army's 
rumbling anger against a confused govern­ 
ment. 


But when the anvil was hot, he did not 
strike the blow that might have forged a mili­ 
tary dictatorship. Like Gen. Georges Bou­ 
langer, who backed away from a coup d’etat 
with military backing in 1889, explaining that 
he preferred to win power, if at all, by con­ 
stitution hcans, Gen. De Gaulle held back. 
He, too, wanted constitutional means. 


The question left unanswered is whether the 
militarists in Algeria also prefer constitu­ 
tional means. When it is answered, it will be 
the nature of the French army that will fur­ 
nish the answer. If its conscripted soldiers 
have no appetite for military dictatorship, 
there can be no dictatorship. 


Napoleonism seems to be at arm ’s length 
in France. Napoleonism is possible but not 
probable. It could happen, but it is not likely 
to happen. Dissatisfaction with a system of 
parliamentary rule that enforces weakness 
on itself seems to be neutralized by ingrained 


fear and mistrust of any system that offers 
strength at the expense of freedom. 
Thoughtful observers see that France is 
urn » going a test of democratic government, 
not just a lect of another cabinet, or of a 
government’s ability to deal with vexing prob­ 
lems in Algeria. 
lf absolutists in politics can take advantage 
of France’s parliamentary confusion to dis­ 
credit popular government, a citadel of 
human freedom will have been destroyed. The 
blow against the free world could be as tell­ 
ing as defeat in a major war. The Commu­ 
nist conspiracy, which has concentrated on 
French politics as the Achilles heel of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization, would 
score a major triumph. 
All that stands between them and the tri­ 
umph they seek is the French tradition of 
liberty a* any cost, even weakness in gov­ 
ernment. De Gaulle, himself, respects the tra­ 
dition, though he must have been tempted to 
scorn it. By not scorning it, he has suggested 
an exciting possibility — that in nations, as in 
men. there comes a stage of development 
when power is not worth seizing. 


Governors Love Federal Spending 


The least surprising discovery likely to be 
made this year or any other year is the fact 
discovered by newsmen covering the confer­ 
ence of state governors at Miami that most 
governors prefer a federal public works pro­ 
gram 
over tax-cutting to stimulate the 
economy. 
Governors love federal spending. It is the 
only way they can point with pride to some­ 
thing that doesn’t have to be paid for out of 
state budgets. 
Except for the District of Columbia and the 
federal terrirotires outside the United States, 
all federal public works become identified 
with the states that benefit from them. 
The taxes they represent are not identified 
with the states, on the other hand. Thus, the 
federal program* lend themselves to the 
great American illusion that it is possible to 
get something for nothing. 
Actually, the opposite is true, because there 
is no more expensive way to get anything 
than to purchase it with tax revenue sent to 
Washington, discounted there to meet the 
overhead of the federal bureaucracy and con­ 
gressional log-rolling, then returned piece­ 
meal to the states. 


The only Americans who get something 


for nothing under this system are those who 


live in poverty-ridden states that do not pull 
their own weight in federal finances. 


If state governors cannot be blamed for try­ 
ing lo get more federal money, even though 
it would have to be borrowed, they should not 
be praised, either. Their personal feelings 
about the relative merit of federal public 
works are a hard reflection of a hard-bitten 
philosophy about public spending which does 
inc credit to their dntergrty as public 
officials. 


They know that a public works program 
would be unwieldy and slow. They know its 
benefits, as far as relieving unemployment 
are concerned, would be of no immediate 
value. But they also know that Washing­ 
ton’s tax-collecting hand is quicker than 
the taxpayer’s eye. 
As witnesses for recession relief, they can 
be dismissed as prejudiced in favor of carry­ 
ing on the great illusion that money from 
Washington is free; that the U.S. Treasury is 
an amiable cow that gives milk to grateful 
citizens without needing to be fed.

Chamberlain. 
One is the statement he received for his 
stellar services with the university’s bas­ 
ketball team nothing but his room, board, 
tuition and $15 a month for laundry and 
incidentals. 
The other is his complaint that he was 
forced by opponents of his team into a lop­ 
sided development as a basketbal profes­ 
sional, which he intends to be.

1. A flock of graduates and stu­ 
dents will be out looking for jobs, 
along with the five million already 
out of work. The outlook for the

June as it has been in the last 
few. 
2. Industrial output and factory 
employment show little signs of 
changing much. While there could 
be more steel mill activity as cus­ 
tomers seek to beat a possible 
price rise next month, other lines 
may be down a little. For exam­ 
ple, auto production could taper 
off still more as dealers* stocks 
stay high and model changeovers 
come earlier than usual and take 
longer. 
And throughout industry there 
may be a tendency to earlier and 
longer vacations 
as 
companies 
whittle some more on their inven­ 
tories. 
Another disquieting note is that 
unemployment 
w h i c h 
started 
among the production workers is 
spreading to some white collar 
employes. A few companies are 
laying off salaried employes and 
others are cutting pay checks. 
Some 
aren’t replacing workers 
who leave. 
Offsetting this is the opening up 
of many seasonal and outdoor jobs 
and indications that in spite of the 
slump this will be a record travel 
and resort season. 
Another cheerful prospect this 
month is that the cost of living 
may not rise. The first of the gar­ 
den ruck will help the food budg­ 
ets, although the costs of services 
may continue their steady upward 
crawl. 
June could give us a preview of 
the future course of wages. A 
showdown in one key industry 
seems near. The outcome in the 
auto-labor negotiations has often 
set the pattern for many other in­ 
dustries.

they’re likely to stick. 
June, therefore, should offer a 
strong clue as to whether inflo- 
ion is being halted or whether it 
is just catching its second breath. 
Another clue to inflation pros­ 
pects comes this month as the size 
of the federal deficit and final 
congressional decision on taxes 
become clear. Signs now point to 
a larger deficit than has yet boon 
officially estimated because tax 
collections are lagging more than 
expected The fiscal year ending 
this month may show *he Treas­ 
ury nearly four billion dollars in 
the red, with a prospect of ll bil­ 
lion more in the new one soon to 
start. 
Blossoming in June will be the 
official statistics on the state of 
the economy in May.

SIDE GLANCES 


The Soviets hope to proceed 
from economic ties lo political 
hegemony whenever and where- 
ever possible. 
The United States hopes to see 
economies established which will 
lessen the appeal of communism 
and foster resistance. 
So the Soviets choose this mo­ 
ment for virtual notification to 
such countries as India, Burma 
and Egypt that they’ve got to be 
in spiritual tune as well as eco­ 
nomic need to justify Soviet aid. 
Two years ago, trying to woo 
Yugoslavia back into the Soviet 
bloc from which she had been 
driven by Stalinist tactics, the 
Soviet Union offered money for 
power, aluminum and mining de­ 
velopments. 
The Yugoslavs started prelim­ 
inary work at their own expense, 
but refused to accept Moscow’s 
theories about conducting the cold 
war. We can live with the West, 
they’ve helped us a lot, said the 
Yugoslav Communists. 
Road blocks began to go up 
along all the “different roads to 
socialism” except the one from 
Moscow. Yugoslavia still refused 
to take that one. 
The “ normal relations” which 
Khrushchev and Tito had estab­ 
lished began to come apart. De­ 
nunciations of Yugoslavia came 
from Moscow, Peiping and oth­ 
er Communist capitals. Pravda 
threatened, and proved a good 
prophet. 
The Soviets have “ postponed” 
their economic aid to Yugoslavia 
for five years, and unless some­ 
one else steps in to help, she 
stands to lose her preliminary in­ 
vestment in the projects. 
Moscow talks about continuing 
and increasing trade with Yugo­ 
slavia. If she ever got the smaller 
country sufficiently tied up that 
way. then she would have the 
power to jerk the rug out from 
under Belgrade again in some fu­ 
ture argument. 
There are those who feel that 
this is the real Communist mo­ 
tive for much of their talk about 
increased trade with the West 
Next time you’re worried about 
Soviet propaganda, maybe you’d 
like to stop for a minute and ask 
yourself: Who really created the 
world’s animosity toward the So­ 
viet Union?

Soviet Russia’s latest pitch to 
buy from IO to 25 million dollars 
worth of American industrial equip­ 
ment—to help relieve the U.S. de­ 
pression—is seen here as another 
move in the Communist drive for 
economic penetration of the west­ 
ern world. 
Allen W. Dulles, director of the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency, 
has been warning against this ef­ 
fort in recent speeches before Am­ 
erican Society of Newspaper Edit- 
orsors and U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce. Now, here it is. 
Just how far-reaching Russian 
ambitions are in this direction 
was revealed at the recent Econ­ 
omic Commission for Europe meet­ 
ing in Geneva. 
ECE 
IS ONE OF the United 
Nations Economic and Social Coun­ 
cil subsidiaries. Its activites aren’t 
very widely reported in this coun­ 
try. In some circles it is regarded 
as another futile sort of U.N. 
debating society which gives the 
Russians another forum for prop­ 
aganda. 
ECE has been working on East- 
W"st trade relations for ll years. 
Its principal usefulness so far has 
been in collecting the only sta­ 
tistics on Russian trade with its 
satelites and the free world. 
But at ts last Geneva meeting, 
the organization did succeed in 
blocking a slick Soviet program. 
H 
J. Heinz ll, of Pittsburgh, 
headed this year's U.S. delegation. 
Twenty-nine countries sent del­ 
egations. Fourteen were Iron Cur­ 
tain countries. The Russian dele­ 
gation of 20—twice as large as any 
other—was headed by A. V. Za­ 
harov. He came as a Russian 
“ businessman.” His qualifications 
were that he had served four years 
as head of AMTORG—the Russian 
purcnasing mission in New York. 
WHAT 
SET 
THE 
W e s t e r n 
delegations back on their hee1* at 
first was the sweep of the Rus­ 
sian proposals for doing more bus­ 
iness with the West. The Com­ 
munists knew exactly what Ahey 
wanted and minced no words in 
making their demands. 
Among the more important of 
tneir 14 proposals for ECE study 
and developement were these: 
Greater export to the West of 


Russian and Polish electric power 
and coal. 
A new program for pipelines to 
carry Russian natural gas to the 
West 
Western cooperation on industri­ 
alization of the Danube River. 
Greater exchange of Western 
technical know-how on the produc­ 
tion ot consumer goods, particu­ 
larly synthetic fibers, plastics and 
chemicals. 
Lifting of Western politial re­ 
strictions against trade with the 
Communist countres. 
Establishemnt of direct relation­ 
ships between ECE and the new 
European Atomic Energy 
pool— 
EURATOM. 
And to cap it all the Russians 
suggested a conference of East- 
West trade ministers to plan for 
expanded commercial exchange. 
TO THE CREDIT OF the West* 
em delegations, they were able to 
stymie every Russian putt on ev­ 
ery green. 
The West Germans, for instance, 
declared their country had no in­ 
tention of becoming dependant on 
eastern European electric power, 
coal or natural gas, which would 
give the Russians an econimic 
stranglehold on their economy. 
Russia has been trying to break 
down the West’s ban on shipment 
of strategic materials for years. 
This latest attempt got no further 
than previous attempts. 
Remembering how the Commu­ 
nist countries froze the West out 
oi Danube River traffic in the 
1948 conference, the West declined 
the new bid to finance its develop­ 
ment now. 
The trade ministers’ conference 
was rebuffed by the argument that 
there would have to be a Summit 
agreement on political differences 
before East-West trade could be 
taker, up. 
Russia’s request for more know­ 
how on chemical production is 
interesting because this is the field 
in which Premier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev has just obtained Communist 
Central Committee approval for is 
100-million-ruble expansion 
pro­ 
gram. Russia now lags in syn­ 
thetics. plastics and chemical in­ 
dustries. 
A-Power Expensive

Any ideas that small atomic pow­ 
er plants will dot the American 
landscape in the next 20 years can 
be forgotten. It will be 1980 or 
later before atomic reactors will 
be cooking competitively with con­ 
ventional steam-powered electric 
plants. 
This is shown by Atomi Energy 
Commissions’s first three approvals 
for small atomic power demon­ 
stration plants at Elk River, Minn., 
Piqua, 
Ohio, 
and Parr Shoals, 
S.C. Costs will run up to five 
times conventional steam plant 
costs. 
Another project, tentatively ap­ 
proved last year for Wolverine 
Electric Cooperative at Big Rap­ 
ids, Mich., has been canceled com­ 
pletely as AEC considers it un­ 
economic. 
Elk River and Piqua projects 
have been knocking around Wash­ 
ington for three years for restudy, 
redesign and renegotiation of con­ 
tracts. The Parr Shoals project- 
most costly of the lot—was first 
submitted last September. 
The only thing that makes these 
three projects possible is the new 
government subsidy program au­ 
thorized by Congress last year to 
get developement started. 


ATOMIC ENERGY commission 
can now pay all costs above what 
comparable conventional fuel pow­ 
er cost would be. 
Thus, if steam power costs would 
be IO mills per kilowatt, and at­ 
omic power costs are estimated 
at 25 mills, AEC is authorized to 
subsidize the full 15-mill difference, 
estimated at 14.2 million dollars. 
Elk River’s total costs are now 
estimated at 14.2 million dollars. 
This is nearly double first esti­ 
mates of three years ago. Atomic 
power reactor and a conventional 
superheater to use its excess heat 
energy will cost 8.9 million. Re­ 
search and development will be 
2.8 million more. 
( 
The Elk River Rural Cooperative 
will kick in another 2.5 million for 
land and the turbo - generating 
plant. It will have a 22,000 kilo­ 
watt capacity. 
Present estimates are that its 
electricity will cost from 12 to 15 
mills per kw. to produce. This 
compares with four to nine mill 
power in U.S. steam generating 
plants. 
American Machine and Foundry 
made the original offer to build 
the reactor for 6.8 million dollars 
total cost. 
Later the company 
ased a raise to 11.5 million. 


THIS WAS UNSATISFACTORY 
to AEC. so .the company bowed 
out. lr. the meantime, atomic pow­ 
er reactor technology advanced. 
The plant was redesigned for a 
new fuel, a combination of thor 
ium and uranium oxide. 
New bids were called for and the 
contract went to Nuclear Products 
Erco division of ACT Industries, 
Inc. The Elk River plant is now 
scheduled for completion by 1960. 
This will be five years after first 
aporoval of the project. 
The Piqua plant is likewise a 
five-year project B'ds vier* called 
for in 1956. The 12.500 kw. plant 
is scheduled for completion 
by 


a1 Division of Nortli American 
Aviation. 
Total costs are put at 16.3 mil­ 
lion dollars of which four million 
dollars will be generator costs 
born by the City of Piqua. Tne 
12.3 million cost of research and 
reactor development will be sub­ 
sidized by the government. 


AEC ENGINEERS won’t esti­ 
mate what Piqua power production 
costs will be, beyond saying they'll 
be higher than Elk River. Piqua 
will use enriched uranium for fuel 
and a new organic fluid moder­ 
ator and coolant. 
In the case of the Parr Shoals, 
S.C., plant, power costs may be 
four to five times as high as con­ 
ventional power costs in this area 
which now run 7 to 17 mills per 
kw. They’re high because of many 
old plants in service. 
A combination of four private 
utilities operating as Caiolinas Vir­ 
ginia Nuclear Power Associates 
will be 22 million dollars. On top 
of this AEC wil subsidize the 
heavy water reactor research and 
development to the tune of an­ 
other 14.6 million dollars. The 36 
million total is tremendous for a 
17.000 kw. plant. 
Stone and Webster and Westing­ 
house will be contractors. They ex­ 
pect to have the plant in operation 
by June, 1962—again five years af­ 
ter approval.

Patio Easy to Build

A patio made of loose blocks 
of bricks is fairly easy to put 
in and yeilds much pleasure for 
the small outlay of cash involved. 
In spite of its semi-permanent na­ 
ture, it holds up rem arkably well. 
Growth in popularity of such 
installations is due to two things: 
no skilled work such as cement 
fnishing is required and you don’t 
need a large crew to complete 
the job. 
There are special patio blocks 
m ade for the purpose. You can, 
of course, use building brick, new 
or used, two or three-inch-thick 
slabs of tree trunks, stone or bro­ 
ken cement from an old sidewalk. 
Cost of the project depends en­ 
tirely on the m aterial you choose. 
FIRST OF ALL, plan the loca-

If you ever wish to place un 
awning or roof over it, the chief 
support of such a feature is al­ 
ready provided. A garage wall 
also serves a a good base line 
for your planning.

about a 
fence or hedge 
to form a screen. 
NEXT, DETERMINE the size. 
Plan how much lawn furnfture 
you intend to put on it. Put these 
things out in the area. 
It’s easier to visualize how much 
space you’ll need. 
If you’re using bricks or blocks, 
adjust the dimensions so that they 
will 'be even multiples of units 
you are using. This will avoid 
having to break m aterial to size. 
If you are usng flagstone or bro­ 
ken pavement this isn’t necessary. 
Once size and location are de­ 
termined, dig out the earth to a 
depth that equals the thickness of 
your m aterial plus about two in­ 
ches more for a bed of sand. 
This is ncessary if you want a 
patio flush with ground level. 
If not, simply turn the topsoil 


to solve the problem. 
SPREAD SAND about two in­ 
ches deep and rake level. Then 
lay the blocks as close to each 
other 
as 
you 
can. 
Check fre- 
quntly with a level. 
Once all blocks are in place 
and firmly anchored around pa­ 
tio’s perim eter—strips or stakes 
are a good idea even with a 
ground-level patio—sweep sand in­ 
to the crevices. 
With a fine spray from your 
garden hose, wet down the area. 
When dry, sweep in a little more 
sand. 
You’ll find that the blocks are 
quite firm. 
The ground - level patio is more 
solid, of course, than is one above 
ground. Either can be repaired or 
rearranged at will.

Deaths and Funerals 


“ Social security m onthly retire­ 
m ent benefits m ay be available to 
w orkers when they are still em ­ 
ployed.” W illiam J. M cCauley, the 
m anager of the Youngstown office, 
stated today. 
Mr. McCauley said that every 
m an at age 65, and every woman 
a t age 62 should be aw are of the 
provisions of the law which d eter­ 
m ines whether one or m ore m onth­ 
ly checks are payable for the year. 
T he application of these provisions 
is referred to as the Retirem ent 
Test. 
Under this test, an insured p er­ 
son whose earnings do not exceed 
$1,200 in a calendar year can re ­ 
ceive paym ents for all m onths he 
w as of retirem ent age. If his earn ­ 
ings exceed $1,200, one social secur­ 
ity check will be withheld for ev­ 
ery $80, or fraction of $80, of his 
earnings in excess of $1,200. 
‘'F o r exam ple,” said Mr. Mc­ 
Cauley, “ a person who worked all 
y ear and earned $1,500 could re ­ 
ceive eight social security checks.” 
By applying this sam e principal, 
a person who earns over $80 each 
m onth and over $2,080 in the year 
is not entitled to any social se­ 
curity checks. 
Ano’her provision of the retire­ 
m ent test which is not understood 
by m any w orkers is the monthly 
earnings test. This rule states that 
any w orker 
eligible for 
benefit 
who does not earn over $80 in the 
m onth, or does not render substan­ 
tial services in self-employment in 
the month can apply and recieve 
a social security paym ent for that 
m onth. 
To illustrate this provision, Mr. 
M cCauley pointed out that a work­ 
er 
could have earnings of any 
am ount in some m onths of the 
year, and in other m onths earn 
Jess than $80. or not render sub­ 
stantial 
services 
in 
self-employ­ 
m ent and the Social Security Ad­ 
m inistration would pay the worker 
for those months. 
The month a worker reaches age 
72. the earnings restrictions in the 
social 
security 
law 
are lifted. 
However, the earnings for the en­ 
tire taxable year m ust be counted 
in determ ining whether paym ents 
can be m ade for the month in th at 
y ear before he reached age 72. 
Monthly paym ents m ay be re t­ 
roactive for as m any as 12 months. 
F ailure to file a tim ely applica­ 
tion m ay cause a worker to lose 
paym ents for some of the months 
in which he m eets the provisions 
of Hie retirem ent test.
